Madison, Wis., Oct. 28.— ProsUlertt 
T aft's recent address characterizin g 
attack s upon the courts as "insulting" 
was assailed b y United S tates S en­ 
ator Moses B. Clapp of M innesota in 
a speech b efore the national social 
center conference. 
"It is no m ore insulting to criticise 
the courts than it is insulting to an 
honest man to prohib it stealing." said 
S enator Clapp. 
“T he efforts to b ring 
ab out the adoption of the recall of 
judiciary as well as other elective of­ 
ficers is no m ore 
insulting to the 
judges than it is insulting to you or 
me to en act a law prohib iting thiev­ 
ery. 
Judges are not ab ove criticism . No 
official or d epartm en t is ab ove c riti­ 
cism. 
W hat was the fight of nineteen 
centuries for? 
To tear 
down 
one 
throne and b uild up an other? C ertain ­ 
ly we are not to have a judicial throne, 
hoisted so high that none m ust ques­ 
tion or criticise its acts. 
"A judge is only the people’s hired 
man. 
T he people have the right, just 
as em ployers have, to discharge serv­ 
an ts w hen they fail to m eet require­ 
ments. 
This is so elem en tary that, 
while the recall is a sequence, it is 
the strongest argum en t in favor of 
popular governm ent. 


Co u rts Can Do Great Harm. 


“T here is no office that the people 
so plainly should have the right to 
recall as the judge, b ecause no official 
who goes wrong can do so much harm 
as the judge. 
To adm it the recall oJ 
other officers who cannot do mucft*k 
harm and deny the right of 
r e c a l l of 
judges who can m ake and unm ake 
laws, enforce and tail to enforce laws, 
pre cuts an ab surdity. 
“Special privilege is resisting the re­ 
call of the judl* iary. 
it is the last 
rallying effort 
of 
special 
privilege, 
which « lings to th*» judiciary as its 
last b ulwark. 
Bi t ti e people propose 
to b reak the power of special privilege 
anti re estab lish popular govern m en t.” 
S enator Utapp argued also for the 
initiative and referendum us progres­ 
sive Repub lican principles. He praised 
S enator La Follette as the iileal R« *- 
pub lua n for president. 
"Tit** tendency in our com m ercial 
and industrial life,” he said, "is so 
m uch tow ard concentration that it is 
necessary, if the people reserve the 
rights of a free governm ent, to de­ 
velop the stren gth and force of th** 
composite 
citizenship 
to 
meet 
the 
force which seeks to dom inate. 
T here 
never was any necessity so strong as 
today for the re-estab lishm ent of the 
inheren t rights and pow ers of free 
governm ent. 
This involves the initi­ 
ative, referendum and recall.”
